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LARGE VOLUME OF BUSINESS. 


Not Much Change in the Market—Holidays Have Interfered 
' with February Business, But for All That 
the Results Are Excellent. 





This last week of the month has not been much differ- 
ent in point of business with the New York trade from 
the three that preceded it. Everything considered, the 
results ior the month are satisfactory. With ordinary 
weather conditions much more business would have been 
done. On the whole, February has been an unfavorable 
month for the paper trade. Speaking on this point this 
week a prominent jobber said: “In February we caught 
a sort of reaction from the good demand of January, as 
consumers managed to get stocked up a little. You must 
remember that the weather has been uniformly bad dur- 
ing the month. We have also had two holidays and the 
annual convention of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation on our hands. Then, if you subtract eight days 
ior the Saturdays and Sundays, you will find that after 
all deductions have been made there remained only eleven 
days, or at most fifteen days, in the month of February in 
which we could do business. It is not to be wondered 
at, therefore, that the showing for the month is not as 
good as it would have been under favorable weather con- 
ditions, Still, there has been a very fair movement of 
goods during February, but of course a good share of 
this business 1epresents orders taken in January or pre- 
vious to that month. In February the demand was not 
so strong as it had been during October, November, De- 
cember and January. Nevertheless, the jobbing trade 
has little to complain of. All concede, however, that the 
totals for the month would have been very much better 
if the mills could have shipped goods faster.” In regard 
to the different kinds of paper, the principal change in the 
market the past week has been a slight stiffening of the 
quotations, due to the effects of the storm on production 
and transportation. Shortage of coal and the delay in 
getting other supplies at the mills have also helped to 
make the manulacturers cautious about accepting new 
business at prevailing prices. For firmness news paper, 
no doubt, leads the procession. It is. reported scarce, 
strong and in good demand. This week all the leading 
daily newspapers of the country are using extra quanti- 
ties of paper as a result of the visit of Prince Henry of 
Prussia. This extra demand, added to the already firm 
condition of the market, has still further reduced the 
stocks of news in the storehouses. The asking prices on 
news have not changed materially the past week. The 
difficulty of getting proffered orders accepted has, however, 
increased. On book paper the report is that the situation 
is still strong, especially as far as the mills are concerned. 


Orders Increased at Holyoke. 


Western Massachusetts Office, 
Tue Parer Trapve Journat, 
Horyoxg, Mass., February 25, 1902 


There has been no lull in trade during the past week, 
and the mills say that if anything orders have increased 
somewhat over the previous week. All of the mills are 
running full, and in one or two cases more orders have 
been received than could be filled. Some plants are much 
behind in filling their orders, and they fear that they will 
not be up with the trade before the summer dullness. 

‘the Parsons Paper Company are filling large orders, 
and the statement is made that large orders have been re- 
ceived for bond papers. The demand for book papers 
still continues good, and the mills of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company are being crowded. 

In Berkshire County the L. L. Brown Paper Company 
reports a fine trade, and the Dalton mills have the usual 
number of orders on hand. The B. D. Rising Paper Com- 
pany, at Housatonic, has its share of orders, and says that 
trade has been even better than was expected during the 
last year. The improvements made at this mill during 
the past season have about finished the work that will be 
necessary for some time, and the mill now has one of the 
finest plants in the western part of the State. 

{he mills at Turners Falls report a good business, and 
the Cranes, at Westfield, have all of the orders that they 
can attend to FERRY. 


Delays in Receiving Paper from Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, February 25, 1902.—‘Orders are still 
easier to secure than paper from the mills,” said several 
dealers in commenting on paper trade conditions during 
the week, and the statement furnished the text for some 
pointed comments by one of the leading manufacturers: 

“ “Orders are easier to secure than shipments from the 
mills,’ “Is this a proper condition of affairs for 
the present time? Why should this be so? Why should 
not dealers take advantage of the rising market and ad- 
vance prices so far that orders would not be taken faster 


” said he 








than the mills can take care of them? What is the use of 
taking orders, at prevailing low prices, if they cannot be 
filled, and hardly any mill will guarantee shipments inside 
a month, and some not inside ninety days? I know a cer- 
tain mill that was offered this week a bonus of $10 a ton 
ior shipment guaranteed on March 7. The offer was re- 
fused, not because the goods could not have been made by 
that time, if the mill had chosen to throw out orders previ- 
ously secured in favor of this one, but because the mill’s 
policy is to treat all alike, and not to allow itself to serve 
one consumer at the expense of another. 

“However, to return to prices. There are dealers in this 
city who are selling out of stock at 3% cents which they 
purchased at 3 cents, but which they cannot duplicate at 
this time at less than 4 cents. And they call that making a 
profit! The paper dealer’s stock, his money invested, can 
only be made to yield a profit on a rising market; why, 
then, does he not take advantage of it? He is not doing 
so, as the facts I have given you show.” E, R. G. 





Demand at Boston Satisfactory.

Owing to the heavy snowstorm of last week, which was 
quite general throughout New England, trade and traffic 
were somewhat interrupted, so that the distributian of 
paper was curtailed to some extent. The business of the 
week was further curtailed on account of Saturday hav- 
ing been a iull fledged holiday in memory of Washington. 
Such curtailment, however, so far as the paper trade is 
concerned, was confined to the jobbing end of the busi- 
ness; manufacturers are not at present feeling the effects 
of the storm or the holiday, their productions being kept 
up to the mills’ capacity right along, although their ship- 
ments were naturally a little retarded for a day or two. 
‘ihe present week opens up very auspiciously both from 
a business and a weather point of view, so that the month 
will close with a very satisfactory record as regards the 
consumptive distribution of paper. With manufacturers 
trade conditions at present seem just as favorable as they 
have been for the past few months, every manuiacturer 
being busy, their mills running to fuil capacity, with orders 
enough on hand to keep the wheels going for a few weeks 
at least, and with good prospects for more orders from 
day to day.

mills where the strike has been declared are operating 
more machinery, and finally a strike which was threatened 
at the Kaukauna mills has been called off. 

The starting of the Whiting Paper Company’s mill at 
Menasha was accomplished when the company got ready, 
without any trouble. Some skilled help has been imported 
to the valley by the manufacturers, and the Whiting mill 
goes into operation with an entirely new crew around the 
machine. “After the longest shutdown in our history,’ 
said Mr. Whiting to your correspondent, in speaking of the 
matter, “our mill is running again in all departments, 
with non-union men filling the places of all the men who 
walked out several weeks ago. We never had more effi- 
cient men in our mill, and we shall keep running from 
henceforward the same as we have always done up to the 
time of the strike. So far as we are concerned the strike 
is over.” 

The Menasha Paper Company, which has been operating 
one of its two machines since the strike began, started its 
second machine last Saturday. Manager Ballou expressed 
himself to your correspondent in muth the same language 
as Mr. Whiting. He said the new men with whom he had 
supplied himself were as capable as any he had ever seen 
around a thachine, and he expected to run his mill without 
the least difficulty in the future. 

Manager Davis, of the Winnebago Paper Mills, stated 
to your correspondent that the rebuilding of the second ma 
chine at the Winnebago mill would be completed in about 
a week, and that as soon as it was ready to start it would 
be started. 

The Kaukauna paper manufacturers received a note last 
Tuesday from the Kaukauna Lodge of the Brotherhood 
stating that a strike would be declared at their mills the 
following Saturday night unless the Brotherhood demands 
were conceded before that time. On Thursday afternoon, 
however, another note was received saying that the strike 
order had been arrived at in a way that conflicted with the 
rules of the Brotherhood, and had been rescinded. It is 
understood that the reconsideration of the determination 
to strike was due to the efforts of National Organizer Ham 
ilton, who was in the Wisconsin River Valley at the time 
the original order was issued, but hastened upon hearing 
of it to Kaukauna, where a survey of the situation con- 
vinced him that the time was not ripe for such action. 

The organization of the Northwestern Paper and Pulp 
Manufacturers’ Association was accomplished last week, as 
foreshadowed in this correspondence and briefly confirmed 
by wire. The organization includes all the mills in Wis 
consin, the upper peninsula of Michigan and Minnesota 
with the exception of those which have granted the Broth 
erhood concessions. It is expected in the course of a short 
time that these mills also will come into the association 
It is understood that the new organization is an outgrowth 
of the strike conditions, but that its purpose is much 
broader than that of a mere alliance against labor diffi 
culties.

Canada Paper Company Offers Its Bonds, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, February 24, 1902.—The Canada Paper 
Company is advertising an issue of $275,000 7 per cent. 
cumulative preferred stock at par for the purpose of re- 
building and enlarging the St. Francis Mill, recently de- 
stroyed by fire, and the improvement and modernizing of 
the company’s existing mills, the Windsor Mill, Spring- 
vale Mill and the Chemical Fibre Mill, and for the general 
purposes of the company. The estimated cost of this work 
is $380,000, of which there is on hand $105,000 of insurance 
money. The prospectus goes on to state that the company 
has been in existence for thirty years and has paid out in 
that time over $1,000,000-in dividends, while $400,000 of 
earnings has been expended on the plant and the purchase 
of pulp wood lands. The principal mills are situated at 
Windsor Mills, Quebec, about 87 miles from Montreal, 
where the company has 6,000 horse power aggregate water 
power.

“tours,” and has notified its machine tenders that it will in- 
augurate the eight-hour tours without any reduction in 
pay, providing the union will insist on all other news 
mills being placed on the same basis. 

This, of course, means a radical change in the running 
of the mills and an increased cost in the manufacture of 
paper, 


Toronto Paper Company’s New Mill. 


CORNWALL, Ont., February 21, 1902—The Toronto Pa- 
per Company has just completed a new mill, which will 
employ quite a large force of men and add a third to the 
output of one of Cornwall’s most important industries. 

lhe new mill is situated to the south of the old build- 
ings, on a triangular piece of land between the waste weir 
of the Cornwall canal and the tailrace of the old mill. 
It is of brick and includes a machine room 150x72, with 
basement; a finishing room 55x80 and a beater room 
100x72, under which are the wheel pits, pulp drainers, &c. 

The machine is a 78-inch Fourdrinier, made by the 
Beloit Iron Works, Beloit, Wis., very heavily built, with 
large drying capacity, and is of the latest improved style 
for the making of high grade papers. In the same room 
is a skeleton drying machine, with fifty-two revolving fan 
drums. 

ln the beater room is installed a No. 4 multipolar dy- 
namo of fiity light capacity, which feeds twenty lights in 
the new mill, a handsome white marble switchboard con- 
trolling them. There are twenty inclosed arc lamps, some- 
what similar to those in use on the Cornwall canal, bril- 
liantly illuminating the entire premises, and it is intended 
to extend this system of lighting to the whole mill plant. 

The new mill is complete in itself, though connected 
with the others of the Toronto Paper Company by a 
closed bridge over the tailrace, and is intended to run on 
the finest grades of linen, ledger and bond papers. 

fo drive the new machinery a new water power was 
developed, which furnishes water for seven turbines. The 
boiler house has been increased about one-third, and now 
furnishes 425 horse power. A new smokestack—135 feet 
high—has been erected, and a fuel economizer has been 
installed, which add greatly to the efficiency of the plant. 

The rag room of the old premises has been nearly 
doubled in capacity, and a two story addition has been 
built on the north side of the present finishing room, 
which will be devoted to the same uses. 

The foundations of the new mill are of¢he most massive 
description, as they need be to support such ponderous 
machinery. 

The fire protection throughout is complete, every floor 
being provided with automatic sprinklers having a direct 
connection with the mains of the Cornwall water works. 
There are also hydrants connected with the town mains 
and a line of 8-inch water pipe completely encircling the 
entire premises. 

The entire plant is under the charge of J. D. Finlay. 


Levy on Columbia Straw Paper Company Filed. 


Moting, Ill., February 24, 1902.—A certificate of levy 
against the Columbia Straw Paper Company was filed for 
record in Circuit Clerk Gamble’s office last week. The 
concern failed some years ago, the First National Bank 
of Des Moines securing judgment against the company 
in the United States Court for the Northern District of 
Illinois at Springfield October 14, 1895. In the interim 
the property has been in the hands of the Northern Trust 
Company as assignee. The First National Bank of Des 
Moines has now assigned its judgment’ to John W. Mc- 
Kinnon, and an execution was issued February 13 and 
directed to C. W. Wood, sheriff of Sangamon County. 
The property of the company will now be sold under the 
court’s order. 





Muncie Pulp Company to Build New Mill. 

Muncie, Ind., February 24, 1902.—A report that the 
Muncie Pulp Company would remove its mill from this 
city to Memphis, Tenn., is current and is not specifically 
The company has purchased a 40-acre tract near 
Memphis and will soon begin the work of erecting a large 
pulp mill there. The new mill will be completed some 
time during the coming summer. 

“If the mill is removed from this city,” said an official 
of the company this morning, “it will be because of the 
advantage farmers have taken of the legislation against 
the pulp and paper mills in this State for pollution of 
streams.”

The suits of farmers against the mills for the pollution 
of streams have been numerous, and it has been predicted 
that they would ultimately have the effect of driving the 
companies out of existence or causing them to remove 
their plants. The suits invariably are decided in favor of 
the farmers and the companies are forced to pay large 
judgments, which cut the profits to a minimum, and often, 
it is claimed, totally destroy profits. 

The local mill affords employment to about 200 men. 
The mill is now running steadily and will continue to do 
so until the new mill is ready to be operated. 


The Itasca Paper Company Starts Up.

APPLETON, Wis., February 24, 1902.—President Frank 
F. Becker, of Kaukauna, reports that the pulp department 
of the mill of the Itasca Paper Company, at Grand Rap- 
ids, Minn., went into operation February 11 and the pa- 
per department February 18. The pulp mill has six grind- 
ers capable of making at least 5 tons of pulp each a day. 
The paper mill has one t20-inch machine which will make 
24 tons of news each twenty-four hours. For the present the 
company is buying its sulphite in Ashland and the “Soo.” 
At no time last summer was there less than 4,000 horse 
power of water available at the mill. The plant is located 
right in the pulp wood district, and saves the freight of

Certain sections of the local trade are interested in the 
so-called Landon bill now before the Legislature of this 
State, whereby it is proposed to place a tax of I cent per 
sheet on all bill posters. A hearing was held on this bill 
at Albany on Tuesday.

T. A. Sheehan, of Bill Posters’ Union No. 1, New York 
city; Herman Robinson, of the Central Federation of 
Labor; James A. Lavery, of the legislative committee of 
Federation of Labor; William T. Long, president of the 
Lithographers’ Association of New York city; William J. 
Murray, secretary of the Bill Posters’ Union of New York 
city, and Senator Audett. The bill was favored by Edward 
Hall and Josiah T. Pumpelly, of the Society for the Preser- 
vation of Scenic and Historical Places, and R. C. G. M. 
Brown, of New York. Those opposed to the bill contended 
that it would reduce the bill posting business one-third 
and would injure a number of industries, particularly the 
paper industry.

The succession of financial disturbances which has 
afflicted Wall Street’ during the past year is given by an 
authority on the question as the reason for the delay in 
closing up a number of large undertakings in the paper 
line.

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A TALK WITH E. B. EDDY. 


The Canadian Paper Manufacturer Criticises the Canadian 
Government for Its Action in Paper and Pulp 
Matters—His Views on the Matter, 





E. B. Eddy, of the E. B. Eddy Company, paper maker, 
Hull, Canada, was in Toronto a few days ago. He was 
interviewed by a representative of the Ottawa Citizen, who 
quotes him as follows: 

It looks very much like, indeed, he said, as though the 
Canadian Government is inclined to ignore the conten- 
tions of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, which 
is endeavoring to prove to the public generally that it is 
largely in the interests of the country and a matter of 
vital importance to have a tariff that will prevent the im- 
portation of goods from the United States when such im- 
portation strikes a blow at our own manufacturers and 
impedes the development by ourselves of the immense 
resources we have. Instead of reducing the tariff on any 
imported articles the Government should take measures 
to encourage capitalists to invest their money in manufac- 
tures, and thus give employment to men and keep them 
from going away. 

When I say a tariff I mean a reasonable one. A 25 per 
cent, tariff is fair. We do not want a 40 per cent. one, 
because there are some people who might take advantage 
of it. But to reduce it to 10 per cent. is just making the 
country a slaughter market for the surplus goods of the 
Americans, while the money of Canadians in return goes 
into their hands for the development of their manufac- 
tories and the upbuilding of their country. This sort of 
thing will ruin our country if it continues. 

There is no reason why the Government should reduce 
the tariff unless it wants to cater to the United States. 
We never sold paper here above a price that it could be 
imported for. About two years ago there was a terrible 
surplus of all kinds of goods in the United States, and the 
manufacturers of paper formed a large association, which 
is the International Paper Company, to protect them- 
selves. If the ruling prices had continued many of them 
would have been shut out of business, and should another 
surplus occur the result would be disastrous to this coun- 
try with a reduced tariff. And the same thing applies in 
all lines of manufactures. They have such large amounts 
of capital in industries and so many people that they can 
swamp us without a reasonable tariff. 

Knowing this and knowing what Canadian manufactur- 


ers have to contend with, I say emphatically that a man 
is not a public spirited citizen who buys in the United 
States or any other country when he can purchase in his 
own country at the same price or even a little higher. I 
buy quite a lot of stuff and I don’t go to the States for it, 
even if it costs 5 or 10 per cent. higher to purchase it here. 
It is against the growth of the country to do otherwise, 
and it should be the wish of every Canadian to see our 
country grow and develop. We are not increasing as we 
should. Away with such legislation as the alien labor law! 
What do Canadians want with such a law when we have 
great resources to develop? Instead of keeping out the 
very men whom the alien labor law points at, men who 
are ready and willing to work, we should encourage them 
to come into the country. It is people we need to make 
commerge flourish in every direction. Several prime min- 
isters consulted me on that alien law, and I gave them 
my opinion of it in pretty straight terms. I told them 
not to bother their heads about such a measure, but to 
promote manufactories, so as to give work to everyone 
coming here. 

As to the pulp business. It is certainly the most im- 
portant that the Government has to grapple with. On it 
the destiny of the country will largely depend. That the 
Americans should be allowed to come into Canada and 
take away 1,500,000 cords of pulp wood annually to be 
manufactured into paper in their own country is a crying 
shame and a reflection upon the administration of the 
people’s affairs. Put the Americans in our place and vice 
versa and what would be the result? We would be called 
to time so quickly that we would not know what hap- 
pened us. We would be given to understand promptly 
and plainly that if we wanted the pulp wood we would 
have to come here and manufacture the pulp. And quite 
right, too. It ought to be remembered that when raw 
material is taken out of a country it robs just so many 
men out of work in the subsequent manufacturing process 
in which it is used. For this reasou alone home indus- 
tries should be protected. 

I venture the statement that with a $4 duty on pulp the 
paper manufacturers on the other side would compel 
their Government to reduce the duty on Canadian articles. 
It just amounts to this, they have got to have our wood. 
In the Northern States they are depending upon it now, 
and besides with such a duty the farmers in two years 
would get from $1.50 to $2 more a cord than at present. 

I explained myself on this subject once to Sir John Mac- 
donald before he died, suggesting to him that the Gov- 
ernment should legislate for Canadians irrespective of the 
feelings of other nations, and he agreed with me in this 
and in the protection of our forest products.

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THE PREDICTION OF SUPT. FOX. 


It Does Not Cause Any Anxiety on the Part of Northern 
New York Paper Manufacturers—Not Preparing 
to Move Their Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Watertown, N. Y., February 25, 1902.—The annual re- 
port of the Forest, Fish and Game Commission of this 
State, which was transmitted to the Legislature January 
30, contains a statement from the State Superintendent of 
Forests, William F. Fox, which, if based on real knowl- 
edge of the situation, might make people connected with 
the paper industry uneasy. Referring to the consumption 
of pulp wood, the superintendent states that there are 
about 700,000 acres of forest lands in the Adirondacks, out- 
side of the State’s holdings, that have not been lumbered, 
or from which a second cutting of spruce could be ob- 
tained. Each year recently, he says, the soft wood has 
been removed from 80,000 acres, which would indicate that 
the supply of raw material would be exhausted in ten or 
twelve years, after which paper manufacturers would have 
to depend on the State forests or Canadian imports for a 
continuance of their business. 

“In discussing this question,” says Superintendent Fox, 
“some of our lumbermen and wood pulp operators point 
to the great Canadian forests and the inexhaustible supply 
of spruce which they claim is standing there. But the 
Province of Ontario has already put an export duty on 
logs and round timber that is intended to be prohibitory; 
and the Province of Quebec evidently will do the same 
whenever the supply of spruce in New York and New 
England is gone. Our people then will not only have to 
go to Canada for their raw material, but will have to take 
their mills and workmen with them. The millions in- 
vested throughout New York in the great manufacturing 
plants belonging to the lumber, pulp and paper business 
will be non-productive, and these industries will be para- 
lyzed” 

Notwithstanding this positive assurance on the part of 
Superintendent Fox that the paper business will be “par- 
alyzed,” people are going ahead with the construction of 
mew and modern paper making plants, no less than five 
big mills being now under way, besides three others re- 


cently completed. Superintendent Fox is not in the paper 
business, and may therefore be excused for making a 
statement based on wrong premises. Paper manufac- 
turers in Northern New York are not worrying about the 
possibility of their mills being shut down for lack of raw 
materials, nor are they figuring on the possibility of be- 
ing compelled to move their mills to Canada—not, at least, 
within the next half century. So far as the supply of raw 
materials enters into the paper making industry, Northern 
New Yorkers are as well situated—perhaps more favor- 
ably situated—than any other section of the United States. 
They are near the Canadian line and have the advantages 
of cheap transportation of pulp timber by water to their 
mills or near them. If the Canadian supply of timber is 
inexhaustible, then they have nothing to fear, not even the 
export duty placed on pulp timber by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, for when that duty became inimical to the inter- 
ests of our manufacturers an adjustment would be readily 
brought about through retaliatory legislation on the part 
of the United States. 

In speaking of the report of the Superintendent of For- 
ests the other day George C. Sherman, of the St. Regis 
Paper Company and Taggarts Paper Company, called 
attention to the fact that prices for pulp wood cut 
in the Adirondacks at the present time were based on the 
prices for which pulp wood from Canada could be deliv- 
ered to the mills. “Manufacturers in the States situated 
as favorably as we are need not fear Canadian competi- 
tion,” said Mr. Sherman, “for our nearness to the leading 
markets, better transportation facilities, the best equip- 
ment, better conditions for our employees, and the saving 
on the expense of getting other supplies to our mills more 
than offset the cost of transporting Canadian pulp to our 
plants.” 

“Tt is true.” said Mr. Sherman, “that the cost of making 
paper is about 15 per cent. higher now than a year or a 
year and a half ago, due to higher prices for pulp timber 
and other materials and the increased cost of labor. This 
means an upward tendency of prices for the finished 
product, and that consumers cannot expect to again see 
prices down where they were three or four years ago.” 

The price of pulp wood wil! figure in the price of paper 
on the market, whether it comes from Canada or the 
Adirondacks, but no mills in the Black River Valley will 
be likely to go out of business at present. B. 


Work Begun on Sturgeon Falls Plant. 
. [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, February 24, 1902—Peter Lyall & 
Sons, of Montreal, contractors for the building of the dam 
of the Sturgeon Falls Pulp Company, now have fifty men 
at work on the rock cutting, and this number will be in- 
creased as the season advances. By April 1, when work 
on the walls of the mill will be begun, it is expected there 
will be between 300 and 400 men at work. 

The engineer promises to have the mills making paper in 
August. There is a fair supply of logs on hand, and a 
gang of men will be sent into the woods in the summer to 
get down enough in the fall to last the mill over next 
winter, and until the main drive comes down in the spring 
of 1903. 

W. J. McKee, barrister, of Sturgeon Falls, is in Toronto 
to urge upon the Ontario Government the need of assist- 
ance to the Temagami Railway, a short line of railway 
from Sturgeon Falls north along the Sturgeon River Val- 
ley, of which it is hoped to build 20 or 25 miles this year, 
opening up a fine agricultural country. While the Sturgeon 
Falls Pulp Company has no direct interest in this, as its 
logs are brought down by water, it is indirectly interésted, 
as it will facilitate the getting of supplies into the camps, 
and will give general encouragement to the industries of 
the district. L. 


Leases Kellogg Envelope Plant Again. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., February 24, 1902.—The United 
States Envelope Company has made arrangements to lease 
the Kellogg envelope plant on Dwight street for a term 
of five years beginning July 1. The company has had a 
lease on the plant since the formation of the envelope com- 
bine, but this lease expires on July 1. It is understood that 
Mr. Kellogg contemplated manufacturing envelopes again 
if the United States Company did not lease his plant, as 
the plant is well equipped. It is believed now that he will 
not do this, or, even if he does, will not begin the envelope 
business in this city again. The United States Envelope 
Company intends to install a lot of new machinery in the 
plant at once, and fully 50 per cent. of the present ma- 
chinery will be replaced with new or more modern ma- 
chinery. This is the only plant which the company has a 
lease on at the present time.

The Westfield River is also quite low, and unless 
warmer weather comes soon the mills will be seriously 
troubled. 

The supply of coal is also short, and the dealers report 
cifficulty in obtaining enough to keep their customers sup- 
plied. The mills are being supplied as their needs require, 
but in some cases they have been obliged to borrow from 
their neighbors.

of modern machine tools, all of them being driven elec- 
trically and all being arranged for the convenient han- 
dling of the material to be operated upon. 

Next to the main machine shop building and of the 
same dimensions is the building devoted to the manu- 
facture of the well-known specialty of the Caldwell Com- 
pany—the Caldwell helicoid conveyor—and also to the 
manufacture of the company’s growing line of sheet metal 
specialties. This building is fully equipped with fur- 
naces, the fuel used being fuel oil, and every device for

The most important addition to the plant is the large 
warehouse shown in the illustration, this building hav- 
ing three stories and basement with about 45,000 square feet 
of floor space. The building is equipped with two large 
and heavy elevators. It is used for the storage of the 
large stock of its goods that the Caldwell Company al- 





additions to the plant is a complete pneumatic tool equip- 
ment, by means of which the riveting, chipping and some 
of the drilling are done. The use of compressed air in this 
work insures economy and rapidity of production 

The power house, which is shown back of the main 
machine shop building, is an independent structure, the 
equipment consisting of water tube boilers, with a large 
Corliss engine for the main power generator, this being 
connected with dynamo for generating the electricity used 
in the plant. In addition to the main engine is a high speed 
direct connected engine used as auxiliary to the main 
engine, and for lighting purposes and night runs. 


In the engine room is placed a large air compressor

How are your digesters working now? Were-point ours about 
once in three months, inspect each digester once in tuo weeks, 
and are very well ple with their seeming durability and their 
operation in wee way, but, at the same time, after our experi- 
ence with bronze digesters, we are naturally a little apprehensive, 
and if there is any point of danger that has come up in yourexperi- . 
ence that has not yet revealed itself to us, we would esteem it a favor 
if you would put us on our guard against any such difficulty.

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Our Convention Extra. 

Issued the day after the banquet that closed the recent 
two days’ session of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation, the “Convention Extra” of THe Paper TRave 
JourNAL made a decided hit. It contained a full report of 
the proceedings, speeches, &c., together with portraits of 
the officers, and illustrations of leading and typical mills in 
the United States and Canada, while one of the leading 
features was a full page group portrait of the presidents 
of the association. Im fact, it was the only report of the 
affair placed before the trade in a twentieth century style. 
That it was appreciated is shown by the many words of 
commendation that have come to us since its publication, 


while the demand for it is even now exceedingly active. 


Superintendent Fox and His Prediction. 


Our Watertown correspondent calls attention to a state- 
ment of William F, Fox, New York State Forest Superin- 
tendent, which is contained in the annual report of the 
Forest, Fish and Game Commission that was recently sent 
to the New York Legislature. Superintendent Fox points 
out that in ten years, or a little more, our pulp and paper 
niakers will have to depend wholly on Canada for their 
supplies of wood, and that when that time comes Canada 
will decline to allow her wood to be exported, but will in- 
sist on its being manufactured within her own borders. 
Then, according to Brer Fox, the New York State paper 
and pulp makers and their employees will have to emigrate 
to Canada and take along with them their mills. 

At this writing none of the mills have been moved from 
their foundations, and none of the New York State paper 
or pulp men have settled in Canada. In fact, some of them 
—a number of them—have gone ahead with the construc- 
tion of new mills, while several others have continued in 
consultation with architects and engineers in order to per- 
fect arrangements for beginning construction this sum- 
mer. While it is undoubtedly true that the cost of wood 
is increasing, and has been for some years last past, Super- 
intendent Fox would seem to have no just ground for his 
prediction that the trade is to be “paralyzed” because of 
conditions that will soon confront it. Canada is willing to 
sell us what pulp wood we need, notwithstanding her fa- 
mous campaign in the effort to develop her paper and pulp 
industry, and notwithstanding the pressure that is con- 
stantly put on the Government to cut us off. Canada 
knows that her best customer is on this side of the line, 
and she will not be willing to close the account even at 


the end of ten years from now. 


Western Labor Troubles. 


The week has brought some changes in the labor situa- 
tion in the West. These are more particularly in the Wis- 
consin River district. In the Fox River district another 
mill has been started up with non-union labor, and this is

There certainly 
is a proper basis on which the trouble can be settled just 
the same as other disagreements are settled, and this with- 
out any loss of temper. In the Fox River Valley the man- 
ufacturers are running their mills apparently as they wish, 
and it would seem as though they had gained ground. 

A new feature of the whole question in the industry is 
the decision of the Great Northern Paper Company~ to 


grant to its employees an eight hour day with the same 


pay as now, providing the union machine tenders will in- 
sist that all other news mills adopt the three tour rule. 
This, of course, places the burden of the next move on the 
International Machine Tenders’ Union, and it will be in- 
teresting to see what that organization wiil do in the mat- 
ter. The three tour system is undoubtedly the ultimate 
aim of the unions, and this move of the Great Northern 
brings the matter up in a definite way. The adoption of 
the system would, of course, mean a decided increase in 
the cost of producing paper, and because of that, if 
adopted, would necessitate a readjustment of market con- 
ditions. 





In the current number of Le Moniteur de la Papeterie 
Francaise Mons, A. Kaindler puts in a timely plea for the 
creation in France of a technical school of paper making, 
and refers to the steps already taken in this direction by 
England and Germany. One of the main questions dealt 
with by the writer is whether such an establishment should 
be subsidized by the state or formed as the result of pri- 


“vate enterprise, and he foresees disadvantages in either 


case. However this will be settled, it is pretty certain 
that three classes or grades of pupils may be expected to 
attend, viz., the sons of mill owners, the sons of foremen 
and managers, and the common or garden learner, who is 
unable to boast any such advantages of birth and position. 

Export business this week woke up very considerably, 
and the shipments of paper from the port of New York ag- 
gregated in value $101,921. This is a very satisfactory 
showing. While the total selling was large, the number of 
large buyers were few. Australia took paper to the value 
of $45,259, while the Philippines followed suit with a bill of 


$24,187, these two accounts aggregating $69,446. Of the 
remainder, the largest shipments were as follows: Argen- 
tine Republic, $2,931; China, $3,354; Glasgow, $2,058; 


Japan, $5,483; Liverpool, $5,542, and New Zealand, $3,243. 


It is satisfying to see a concern that keeps right up with 
the times. We are led to this remark by a circular that has 
been issued by a New York State wall paper company. 
In this circular the company says of itself: “We own our 
own forest tracts; we manufacture our own raw stock, 
and can take a spruce log and turn it into the finest piece 
of wall paper in two and a half hours.” The other wall 
paper men ought to go and hide their diminished heads. 
No wonder the wall paper combination went out of busi- 
ness with such rapid methods as these coming into vogue. 


The New York jobbers have at last screwed their 
courage up to the point of formally deciding that they will 
form an association. About forty firms have attended at 
the preliminary meetings, and if they all become members 
of the organization it will be representative of the entire 
New York trade. We wish it the largest measure of suc- 
cess, and hope that it will accomplish the objects set before 
it. If it cam lessen trade losses, and increase trade profits, 
it will live a life of usefulness. 

The shortage of coal is troubling a number of paper mills, 
and they have been obliged to suspend operations tempo- 
rarily until their supply of fuel is replenished. The Miami 
Valley has been one of the sufferers, as have been also some 
districts in Northern New York. Added to the difficulty 
of getting coal, is that caused by a shortage of water. This 
has been in evidence at Holyoke, but it is hoped that recent 
storms will soon swell the streams to proper proportions. 

Reports indicate that the coming summer will be ex- 
ceedingly active, so far as the extension of old mills and 
the building of new ones are concerned. A glance over the 
news columns of this issue of THe Paper Trape JouRNAL 
gives one an idea of the work that is now being laid out. 


E. B. Eddy, in an interview published in a Canadian pa- 
per and which we reprint on another page, expresses him- 
self very clearly as to the recent action of the Canadian 
Government in reducing the tariff on news paper. The ex- 
pression of his opinion is very interesting reading. 





The inventors have keen pretty steadily at work of late, 
and the new appliances for which patents have been grant- 
ed have been described and illustrated each week in THE 
Paper TRADE JouRNAL.

Mica N. Goopricn. 

Mica N. Goodrich, of the firm of George Z. Collins & 
Co., of Boston, leather board manufacturers, with mills 
at Ashland, N. H., and East Tilton, N. H., died at his 
home in Lynn, Saturday evening, February 22, aged sixty- 
three years, of heart trouble. 

Mr. Goodrich was connected with the trade some 
ten years. He leaves a widow, two daughters and a son. 





Dr. Joun T Doocey. 

Dr. John T. Dooley, one of the prominent physicians of 
Manchester, Conn., died February 15 of pneumonia, at the 
age of thirty-five years. Dr. Dooley graduated at the age 
of twenty-two from the New York University Medical 
School, and after having spent two years as an interne 
at Bellevue Hospital, located in Manchester, where he 
practiced medicine up to the time of his death. 

He was the son of P. F. Dooley, mayor of the town of 
Windsor Mills, Que., and superintendent of the Canada 
Paper Company’s mills of that town. Dr. Dooley was 
recognized as an able man, and his counsel was often 
sought by other physicians, to whom he was uniformly 
kind and courteous. He had a keen intellect and a nat- 
ural taste for scientific studies. His untimely death will 
be generally mourned. He was a native of Cohoes, N. Y. 

Percy MANNING HERRICK. 

Percy Manning Herrick, the well-known New York rep- 
resentative of the Train, Smith Company, of Boston, 
Mass., died at 3:30 o'clock last Monday afternoon at 
Christ Hospital, Palisade avenue, Jersey City, N. J., as a 
result of an operation for appendicitis, which was per- 
formed on the previous evening. Mr. Herrick was at his 
office on Friday of last week, and was, to all appearances, 
in his usual health. That night, however, when he returned 
home, he complained to Mrs, Herrick about severe pains. 
The next morning his physicians advised his removal to 
a hospital for examination, and, if necessary, an operation. 
Having diagnosed his case as a serious attack of appendi- 
citis, the surgeons at the Christ Hospital, to which he was 
removed, performed the operation. From the effects of the 
ether and the shock of the surgical;operation Mr, Herrick 
seemed to recover and was apparently in satisfactory con- 
dition. Aiter 1 o’clock on Monday, however, he under- 
went a number of sinking spells, from which the attending 
physicians could not resuscitate him, and as a result of his 
failure to respond to their efforts he died. 

Percy Manning Herrick was born at Charlestown, Mass., 
now a part of Boston, August 16, 1862. He was therefore 
in his fortieth year. After attending the public schools and 
preparing for college Mr. Herrick entered Harvard Col- 
lege, joining the Glass of ’85. Leaving college before grad- 
uation, Mr. Herrick got his first experience of commercial 
life with Rice, Kendall & Co., of Boston, Mass., with which 
paper house he remained from 1886 to 1889. In the latter 
year Mr. Herrick joined the force of Horace Dutton & 
Co. in Boston, and continued with that concern until 
1894, becoming, after a time, a junior partner in it. In 
1894 Mr. Herrick went with Train, Smith & Co., now in- 
corporated, and was put in charge of that well-known com- 
pany’s New York office. In the conduct of its business 
Mr. Herrick passed the last day of his commercial life, 
which was Friday of last week. The following day was 
Washington’s Birthday, so business was suspended. 

Mr, Herrick leaves a widow, but no children. The 
funeral was held yesterday (Wednesday) afternoon at 4 
o'clock at the late residence of Mr. Herrick, 355 Bergen 
avenue, Jersey City, N. J. The interment will take place 
later at Boxford, Mass., in which town there is a burial 
vault of the Herrick family. The deceased was much be- 
loved by a large circle of acquaintances and was especially 
well. known to all the rope paper manufacturers of the 
country. 





Flood at Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, February 25, 1902—The Manayunk Pa- 
per Mills again experienced a flood in the Schuylkill on 
Saturday, and now they are in scme danger of total de- 
struction. Flat Rock Dam, just above them, is beginning 
to break. If the dam goes the mills will probably go 
with it. 

At this writing a jagged hole about 5 feet wide and 20 
or more feet deep is in the dam, adjoining and westward 
of the break of 1893. About 13 inches of water are curl- 
ing over the comb of the dam. Behind the dam is a 
mountain of ice, which has not yet shown a tendency to 
break up, but whose future is fraught with danger to the 
mills. Weather forecasters who to-day were in communi- 
cation again with Washington for the first time since the 
memorable storm of late last week announced that a rain 
storm was on its way to this city. Should the fall be a 
heavy one, resulting in a freshet, Flat Rock Dam may go. 

the McDowell and Nixon mills at Manayunk had to close 
down on Saturday afternoon, but the damage by water 
was slight, their managers having had enough experience 
with floods during the winter to assure the removal of 
perishable goods to safe localities. Both mills were able 
to resume operations to-day. The Philadelphia Company’s 
mill is situated on higher ground than Nixon’s or the Mc- 
Dowell, and was not affected. 

The Augustine Mills of the Jessup & Moore Paper 
Company had to close down on Friday cn account of high 
water. Little damage was done, however, and the mills 
resumed on Saturday. E. R. G. 





Paper Men and the Philippine Tariff. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., February 25, 1902—The War De- 
partment, in response to a Senate resolution of January 22, 
1902, has transmitted to Congress copies of all corre- 
spondence between the War Department and persons or 
corporations relating to the customs tariff affecting the 
Philippine Islands adopted by the Philippine Commission. 

In one letter C. W. Lyman, of the International Paper 
Company, pointed out that the exportation of paper from 
this country has been continually increasing for many 
years, and for the year ending January 31, 1901, amounted 
to over $6,300,000. Of this, the print paper is the most 
important item. “This country is especially fitted,” said 
Mr. Lyman, “by reason of the great abundance of water 
power and woodlands—which are the two most important 
factors in the manufacture of news paper—to supply the 
markets of the world with this commodity, and manu- 
facturers, realizing this, are on the alert to seize every 
opportunity to extend the trade. We desire Government 
co-operation along lines which are strictly within its prov 
ince to control as is the regulation of the tariff for such 
markets as Cuba and the Philippines.” 

In advocating a reduction of the duty on news or print- 
ing paper, F. W. Spicer said: “No one can question the 
educational value of the newspaper, and it is due to the 
great cheapening of the price of the article itself that the 
newspaper has been able to spread this education so widely 
among the masses. The large sums which are being 
spent at present and which will continue to be spent by 
the Government in the establishment of schools for the 
education of the Filipinos prove the interest we have in 
enlightening the population of the islands, and I am sure 
that no better element could be used by the administration 
in carrying out this work than a well established, well 
conducted press, which could carry into many homes, at a 
small. cost, such information of general affairs and of our 
system of government as would aid in after life the work 
begun at the public schools.” 

The Chemical Paper Company also made a strong plea 
for a reduction of the duty on paper box board, which 
had the effect of materially reducing the duty on this class 
of goods. A. ¥.. FT. 
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News From THE MiILLs. 


The American Straw Board Company shut down its 
Kokomo (Ind.) plant last week temporarily to make re- 
pairs to its boilers. 

Willard Griffin, employed in the mill of the Wisconsin 
Tissue Paper Company, at Appleton, had one arm seriously 
crushed in the machinery last week. 

Mr, Bush, of the Woronoco Paper Company, Fairfield, 
Mass., has offered the use of a room, with steam heat and 
electric lights, for a branch library of the town library. 

Robert J. Stewart, a paper maker employed in the plant 
of the Eastern Manufacturing Company, Brewer, Me., had 
one of his hands seriously injured in a beater one day last 
week. 

A petition has been filed in the Common Pleas Court, 
Philadelphia, for the dissolution of the Schuylkill Valley 
Paper Company. The company had its offices in Philadel- 
phia and its works in Spring City, Pa., but suspended op 
erations several years ago while solvent. 

The Geo. H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company’s plant 
at West Carrollton, Ohio, was compelled to suspend the 
second time in the same week on acount of a shortage in 
coal, A famine in the village was also threatened. Relief 
arrived from Dayton, Ohio, in the nick of time. 

A fire’at the Perrine Paper Company’s mill in Franklin, 
Ohio, was discovered one morning last week. The em- 
ployees who fought the blaze feared a conflagration when 
they were unable to extinguish it and called for help. In 
response to an alarm the city fire department appeared 
on the scene and the loss was comparatively small. 

Herman Marshall, an employee of the Oglesby Paper 
Company at Middletown, Ohio, slipped and fell under 


the calenders and would have been killed instantly but for 
the rare presence of mind and quick action of the machine 
tender, who happened to witness Marshali’s fall and who 
stopped the machinery. Marshall was cut about the head 
and body, but escaped without dangerous injuries. But 
for the machine tender’s hurried action Marshall's body 
would have been ground into a pulp. Marshall is an old 
employee of the mills, and exactly how he fell under the 
calenders he cannot explain.

The board mill at Marseilles, Ill., formerly the property

The Howe & Davidson Company is known throughout 
the country as among the most successful in the paper box 
line. The company manufactures the “Uneeda Biscuit” 
cartons, and making the board for these alone will keep a 
mill busy. It is said that much of the material used by the 
company was formerly furnished by the Boyce mill. When 


it burned the company had to turn elsewhere for its sup- 
plies, and finally concluded to rebuild the mill and make 
its own board. It has on the property a number of fine 
artesian wells, and in this regard is exceptionally well 
equipped. M.

Theodore P. Burgess, of Berlin, N. H., assignor to the 
Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company, of Boston, Mass., has 
been granted patent No. 693,684 for an apparatus for 
separating clean from refuse chips in the manufacture of 
wood pulp. 








“In the manufacture of wood pulp by the sulphite proc- 
ess,” says the inventor, “the wood is first reduced to the 
form of chips, which are treated in digesters; but be- 
fore such treatment it is highly desirable that the chips 
best fitted for treatment shall be separated from those 
containing knots or pieces of bark or which are for any

reason not desirable in the digester, and sundry forms of 
apparatus are now known for separating the clear chips 
from the refuse chips. 

“My invention relates to separating the clear chips 
from the refuse chips, and is based upon my discovery 
that if a layer of chips be floated upon the surface of the 
water in a tank and be gently propelled over that surface 
in a horizontal plane and at the same time gently stirred, 
so that the floating layer of chips is broken up both in 
the direction of flow and also in practically all other 
directions at the same time, the separation of the refuse 
chips from the clear chips will be made more complete 
than by any other means known to me. 

“In the drawings, Figs. 1 and 2 are a plan and eleva- 
tion illustrating one form of apparatus embodying my 
invention; Figs. 3 and 4, like views of another form of 
apparatus also embodying my invention, and Figs. 5 and 
6 like views of a third form of apparatus embodying my 
invention. 

“The tank A is as usual and is provided with appro- 
priate means for feeding the chips B and maintaining the 
water level, as usual; but the surface of the water is 
occupied by the rubbing propellers, which may be fingers 
d, staggered, as in Figs. 1, 2, 5 and 6, or spiral blades d’, 
as in Figs. 3 and 4. These rubbing propellers move the 
blanket or layer of chips B over the surface of the water 
in one general direction, but, in addition, practically each 
chip is given a motion additional to its general forward 
motion with the layer, and the combined motion thus 
given dislodges practically all of the heavier chips from 
the. little rafts formed by lighter chips. The fingers d 
and the blades d’ are moved by revolving the rolls by 
which they are carried. 

“It is evident that as the rollers carrying the arms or 
teeth d are rotated the layer of chips will be broken up 
in practically all directions, for the chips which are pushed 
forward by the teeth d will be moved more rapidly than 
those which are either behind or on either side of them, 
and they will also usually be thrust aside by the arms 
with a whirling motion, and at the same time other chips 
will be carried forward or laterally into the vortices or 
eddies caused by the passage of the arms through the 
water. Thus it happens that the floating layer is thor- 
oughly broken up in all directions. This is also the case 
with the chips when they are subjected to the action of 
the blades d’ in the form of device shown in Figs. 3 and 4.

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TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 


A Lecture Before the Society of Arts by Clayton Beadle, 
the English Paper Maker’s Chemist, on Its 
Relation to Paper Making. 


(Continued from Paper Trade Journal, Feb. 20, 1902.) 


Technical education wilt be of little or no service unless 
it keeps abreast with the times. It is no good teaching 
what has been, but what is and is to be. It will be no 
good employing academic teachers. Practical men of 
good standing, alive to all recent improvements, and in 
close touch with the industry which they profess to teach, 
will be required—men who can acquire and assimilate all 
the most recent improvements, and not men who teach the 
same thing year after year, with no regard to changes 
that are taking place. What benefits shall we derive from 
men who go about the country lecturing on technical 
subjects, the whole of their knowledge of which is de- 
rived from text books? In order to impart technical 
skill and knowledge a man must be what he wishes his 
pupils to become. An intelligent pupil can assimilate 
knowledge from a text book without the aid of a public 
exponent. Instructors are wanted for the purpose of im- 
parting that intimate knowledge that cannot be derived 
from text books. Fifteen years ago, on good authority, 
we are informed that the attitude of the workman toward 
education was positively hostile. Five years ago we were 
told that this feeling had almost disappeared. To-day we 
find the National Union of Paper Mill Workers and the 
Amalgamated Society of Paper Makers meeting and dis- 
cussing the subject of technical education, and even urg- 
ing the necessity for it as a means of fighting foreign 
competition. The men themselves have not only lived 
down the prejudices, but are now crying out for technical 
instruction. At a meeting of the trades union held in 
1894 a fear was expressed that technical education 
would tend to overstock the trade with workingmen, and, 
consequently, bring down the wages and. increase the un- 
employed. It has been considered necessary by many to 
stipulate that only those engaged in the trade should re- 
ceive instruction. I go so far as to say that it is unfair 
to bona fide paper mill workers to give instruction to 
outsiders, and that the instructions should be limited only 
to bona fide paper mill workers. This view has been ex- 
pressed by members of different trades, and not without 
good reasons. If the examinations could be made an ab- 
solute test of practical experience and knowledge it might 
not be necessary, or perhaps desirable, to make this stipu- 
lation. It has, however, under existing circumstances, 
not proved possible to make the examinations a real prac- 
tical test. As the result of the examinations, Mr. Slingo 
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informs us that one city clerk was in his year the 
prize carpenter of the United Kingdom; another took the 
prize in electric lighting; another in electric instrument 
making; another in tools, and another (who had never 
been outside of London for a week or two at a time) ob- 
tained a certificate qualifying him as a teacher for agri- 
culture. Under such circumstances, and until examina- 
tions can be made an absolute measure of practical knowl- 
edge and experience, it would be only fair to prohibit all 
outsiders from competing. It is very encouraging, therefore, 
to know that the technological examinations are becoming 
more practical year by year; but it is impossible to urge 
upon the examiners too strongly the necessity of making 
them more so, and to be satisfied with nothing less than 
an examination which shall be an absolute measure of 
practical experience. 

It has been urged that correspondence tuition tends to 
discourage class teaching, which is considered far more 
valuable, and that correspondence teaching should not be 
resorted to. I have conducted a correspondence class in 
the paper trade, and have found the greatest number of 
students in any one locality who have availed themselves 
of the correspondence tuition have at the same time been 
attending lectures and classes conducted privately by their 
employers, It does not appear that the correspondence tui- 
tion in any way interfered with their attending the lectures, 
but it would appear that one assists the other. There are 
many things to be said in favor of correspondence tuition. 
For instance, there are many difficulties to be contended 
with in classes which do not occur in a correspondence 
tuition. The classes are few and far between, and not ac- 
cessible to many, whereas a correspondence teaching is 
equally accessible to students in all parts of the country. 
Correspondence tuitionis perhapsamisnomer. Myambition 
has rather been to help and guide mill workers by means 
of test questions. I have set them leading questions of a 
practical nature, and’on receipt of their answers have 
published, through the medium of a trade journal, my re- 
marks on each answer. Each worker has the advantage 
of reading my remarks on al! the answers 

The Hertfordshire County Council did me the honor of 
asking me to lecture before the Dickinson Institute, and 
I delivered a course of six lectures last autumn. I was 
much struck with the enthusiasm displayed by the work- 
people, about eighty of whom attended. The Hertford- 
shire County Council have perhaps shown as much enter- 
prise as any centre. The trade in general, in and around 
London, are indebted to John Wilson, F. C. S., for having 
started a class at the Battersea Institute. Last session Mr. 
Wilson delivered a course of lectures on “The Chemistry 
of Paper Making,” and this year he has secured the ser- 
vices of E. J, H. Stallybrass (assistant examiner of paper 
in H. M. Stationery Office). The course this session is 
chiefly devoted to paper testing 

I am indebted to Robert Marx for the following infor- 
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mation in regard to work that is being done on the Con- 
tinent. As far as the technical education of workmen in 
Germany is concerned, it may be stated that there is no 
institute for paper mill workers. There are, of course, 
places where mill foremen can obtain the requisite knowl- 
edge, and others for fitters; but, generally speaking, the 
mill hands have to learn everything connected with their 
work in the paper mill itself. Furthermore, thtre are no 
technical schools provided for paper makers. Some time 
ago Professor Kirchner, of Chemnitz, gave several series of 
lectures to students, but was compelled to abandon them 
on account of insufficient support. There is, however, a 
school for paper makers in Vienna, attached to the Royal 
Technical Museum, under the control of H. Schultze. 
Some of the universities and technical institutions in Ger- 
many give regular courses and lectures on paper making, 
but all these are chiefly intended for paper making engi- 
necrs. As far as I can ascertain, very little is being done 
in the United States to further technical education for 
paper makers. As a part of the educational scheme, it is 
impossible to overrate the importance of chemical re- 
search. Research work may be divided into two headings, 
(1), industrial research, and (2), pure research. 

To sum up, I venture to say that what is needed is a 
central paper maker institute, which will undertake the 
prosecution of industrial and pure research, as well as the 
technical education of all students. It will be necessary, 
of course, to have an equipment such as the Municipal 
School of Technology is now installing. This institute 
should organize classes, lectures wherever possible, and 
a course of correspondence tuition. The intelligence de- 
partment should jealously watch publications of all sorts 
bearing on paper making in all parts of the world, and 
should issue publications to all paper makers who support 
the institute. They should make it their aim also to qualify 
those who desire it for the City and Guilds of London In- 
stitute, and to urge upon the institute the Necessity of 
modeling this examination so as to make it in every way 
a thorough test of practical knowledge and experience. 
When this can be accomplished, a certificate from the City 
and Guilds of London Institute would serve to qualify a 
man for a better position, and. what is of more impor- 
tance, perhaps paper makers will insist upon their work- 
people—at any rate, those in responsible positions—taking 
certificates. 

Our paper industry, containing as it does many hard- 
headed, practical, progressive men alive to their own in- 
terests, is still lacking in this one department, technical 
education, and lacking, possibly, because private enter- 
prise alone cannot promote it sufficiently. State aid may 
do some good, but the initiative must come from the 
members of the trade, and whatever shape the movement 
takes it must be the outcome of united action on the part 
of those who are to reap the benefit which must inevitably 
accrue.

PAPER.—Again the weather must be blamed for acting 
as a damper on business. Last week the heavy storm was 
the principal excuse for the poor showing in the paper 
trade. This week the market is suffering somewhat from 
the effects of the storm which raged during last Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday. With all the wires down and trans- 
portation at a standstill, it is no wonder that the paper 
business of this city showed a decreased volume. Still 
the extremely warm weather of the first of this week has 
helped clear the streets and made it possible to repair tele- 
graphic wires and to again open up the avenues of trade. 
As a result of the settled weather since Sunday there has 
been an improved demand. But much of the business 
done this week should have been transacted the week pre- 
vious. Prices remain practically the same as those quoted 
last week. If there has been any change in the market 
since the recent storms it is a stiffening in quotations. 
News paper, for instance, is really firmer this week, al- 
though the asking prices remain about the same as before.
